THE SUGAR CAMP AT BARLOW’S. t o

Serious Blaze in the Business Section I’re- All 
vented by Good Work of the Firemen. 

What promised to be an extensive blaze 1 
started about 2 o’clock yesterday afternoon in pn 
that part of the cellar of E. A. Buck & Co s. ag 
store occupied by tbe oil department. The tin 
llames burned fiercely for a few moments, hut fai 
quickly succumbed to three streams from the as 
lire department, which got to work in a very T1 
short time, considering the fact that the mem- ea 
hers are all call men, at work here and there th 
about town, and that when the alarm was tli 
rung they had to go three blocks away from pi 
the business section to get the jumper and th 
return with it to the tire. As it was, the hi 
damage will not exceed 8200 or §300, anil that 
mostly by water. ol 

Tbe fire started in a peculiar manner, u 
Daniel Dillon, a clerk, bad gone to draw ai 
some japan, taking a lantern, as the cellar is h 
somewhat dark. He set tbe lantern on tbe li 
lloor near by and opened the faucet of the n 
barrel. He bad drawn only a small quantity c 
when some of the japan spattered on tbe p 
lantern globe and at once blazed up. Dillon ii 
at once closed tbe faucet and moved tbe v 
lantern further away, but it was too late, 1 
tbe liquid in tbe measure bad caught and t 
was blazing fiercely. Mr. Dillon started t 
for tbe stairs, but remembered a fire ex- t 
tinguisber which bung near by and went 
to work with it. Tbe lire had gained so < 
much headway however, that he was forced s 
to give it up and run for the store above, i 
where he acquainted Mr. Buck with tbe i 
state of affairs. Tbe latter at once removed ] 
tbe powder in tbe store, which was nearly i 
over tbe fire, and sent to have the alarm < 
rung in. Tbe blaze was in the front of the I 
cellar, next Main street, and heavy smoke i 
soon made its appearance on tbe street and i 
in tbe store, and filled tbe whole building, i 
The tenants in tbe rooms overhead made i 
rapid preparations to move, and the other i 
business bouses in tbe block prepared for a 
fire, for as it became known that the blaze 
was among the oil few entertained hopes 
that it could be soon controlled. The smoke 
tilled the store so rapidly that only a portion 
of the clerks were able to get out the front 
entrance, the others being compelled to go 
out at the rear; the bookkeeper. Miss 
Fuller, stopped to gather up the money 
she was preparing for a deposit in the 
hank, and place it in the safe, and the 
smoke was pretty thick before she 

reached the outside of the store. 

Meanwhile the fire department had not been 
idle, and had three lines of hose laid, one at 
the rear and two at the front of the building, 
the latter streams being poured directly on 
the seat of the fire through openings in 
the sidewalk, amj. the danger was soon 
over. Investigation after the fire shows that 
it had partly burned itself out before the 
water reached it. This part of the cellar is 
very close, and contained linseed, neatsfoot 
and such oils, no kerosene, and after the oil 
whicli was on the outsides of the barrels had 
been burned off there was little left for the 
flames to feed on, the rest of the cellar being 
used for the storage of rope and heavy hard¬ 
ware, to which the damage will be largely 
confined, and that by water. A couple of 
hours after the alarm was rung in no one 
would have suspected, beyond a slight smell 
of smoke, that there had been a fire in the 
place.

Railroad Mau Hurt at Bondsville. 

John Shea, a section hand in tbe employ of 
tbe Boston and Albany railroad, was quite 
badly hurt in the Bondsville yard Monday 
afternoon. The section men were working 
with a derrick car removing large boulders 
from tlie bank on tbe other side. A large 
boulder had been raised and swung across 
tbe track, and was about to be lowered to 
some planks preparatory to rolling it down 
tbe bank, when suddenly the stone slipped 
from the dogs and fell, striking one end of 
tbe plank, near which Shea was standing, 
and causing the other end to spring up with 
considerable force. It struck Shea on tbe | 
side of tbe bead, knocking him down. He 
was picked up unconscious, and it was some 
time before be regained liia senses.

M. Converse tbe land northerly of tbe 
present cemetery for an addition thereto. £ 
This matter was brought up at tbe annual d 
meeting in March and defeated, not, its v 
friends feel, from .opposition to the project, b 
but for various reasons. That tbe present 11 
cemetery is full,—that is, all or nearly all of 
the available lots being disposed of,—is * 
certain, and provision must soon be made 
for burials elsewhere. There are at present 
six cemeteries within tbe limits of tbe town ; 1 
two of them are owned by tbe Catholics 8 
and four by the town. Of tbe latter two * 
are shamefully neglected, and two cared s 
for by cemetery associations whose only ' 
source of income is private subscriptions. 8 
This fact ought to effectually pat a stop to 
auy proposition to establish still another • 
cemetery; it would mean still further neglect 1 
of some of tbe grounds. If it were possible J 
to move tbe present cemetery that would be 
another matter, but it will remain as long 1 
as the town remains, tbe proposed addition 
making a difference only in area, and tbe ’ 
proposition is to keep burials in tbe new 
part, if it is added, removed from nearness 
to tbe highway. It would seem as though ( 
there could he no question as to the advisa¬ 
bility of making the addition. 

In this connection article 11 is of interest, 
it being to see if tbe town will accept the 
provisions of tbe public statutes relating to 
cemeteries, which provides that a town may 
elect cemetery commissioners who shall have 
entire charge of tbe public cemeteries; they 
may sell and give deeds for tbe lots, make 
such rules as they deem best for tbe manage¬ 
ment of tlie cemeteries, receive bequests for 
the care of lots, and have tbe general over¬ 
sight of the burial places, including the 
spending of such money as may come into, 
their hands for that purpose. Tbe copwis-. 
sinners are to lie tiiree in number, elected at 
the beginning for three, two and- one year 
respectively, and then ojjje yearly thereafter 
for a term of three years. II the town 
votes to do no. the election can take place 
next spring- and it ip sincerely to. he hoped 
that 1^1,1 will bo adopted.

A FINE GOLD MINE FOR 90 CENTS. 

Probably there is not a mine in the coun¬ 
try which cau show such extreme variations 
in the price at which it is held as the 
Diamond mine near Helena, Mont. It was 
sold last year to a Scotch syndicate 
for SI,800,000. Fifteen years ago Richard 
Lookey of Helena bought the mine for 90 
cents. Mr. Lockey did not make the differ¬ 
ence between these two sums. The property 
which he bought for 90 cents he sold for 
88000 aud thought he was making a good 
bargain. 

The Diamond mine has a peculiar history. 

It was discovered and located about 30 years 
ago by David E. Folsom of White Sulphur 
Springs, and Charles W. Cooke. Shortly 
after locating it they sold it to Capt. Lewis 
and James Reece of Pittsburg, who set up a 
small stamp mill, but did not make a suc¬ 
cess of it. The capitalists left and the mine 
was neglected and abandoned, taxes be¬ 
came delinquent, the assessors’ valuation 
of the property waa small and the delinquent 
tax due was only 90 cents. Richard Lockey 
happened to la) in Radershurg when he ob¬ 
served the Diamond mine listed for sale. 
He had never seeu the property, but he paid 
the 90 cents and secured possession of it. 
Nothing waa done on the mine for a number 
years. Then Tom Cooney took a bond 
it, paid 88000 to Mr. Lockey and took the 
property. Several partners were associated 

with Mr. Cooney, but there was no success. 

Finally John S. Miller bought out all other 
interests and afterward sold out to the 
Scotch syndicate. There is now on the 
property the largest and most improved gold 
mill in Montana.— St . Louis Ulobe-De mocrat.

W. A. Baillie-Grohman writes au article 
on "Sports In the Seventeenth Century” 
for the Century. Mr. Baillie-Grohman, 
speaking of some of the old records of the 
chase, says: 

One of the most interesting records of this 
kind is a manuscript folio volume of 370 
pages, gorgeously hound in green velvet, 
with gold clasps, which is the list of game 
hunted and shot by John George I, elector of 
Saxony, the foremost sportsman of liis cen¬ 
tury. It is supposed to be mostly in his own 
handwriting and forms one of the treasures 
of the royal library at Dresden. From this 
punctiliously kept shooting diary we learn 
that between July 11, 1G11, and the day of 
his death, Jan. 12, 1G5G this Nimrod and Ills 
suit bagged 110,1160 head of game, made up of 
the unprecedented total of 47,239 red deer, 
31,745 wild hoars, 102 hears, 818 wolves, etc., 
the 29 heaver enumerated among the smaller 
animals making up the balance being, per¬ 
haps, the most interesting, as showing the 
prevalence of an animal at present almost 
extinct in Europe.
